that iho obtained a divorcu from her 
husband. 


After securing a divorce she said she 


continued her relations with Young and 
frequently visited the race track with 
him. In March of this year she came 
back oust and lived with her sister, Mrs. 
Smith.

SAYS YOUNG FIRED SHOT. 


The first alleged eye-witness of the 


tragedy in the cab called by the defense 
was Milton W. Hazclton, an inventor of 
Oneonto, N. Y. Mr. HazeUon said ho 
was visiting in Now York early last June 
and was ou West Broadway on the 
morning of June 4. He was walking 
slowly along when ho saw a hansom cab 
approaching. 


There were two persons in the cab,

As the 
cab nenred him he saw the flash of a re- 
volver.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Tie 
eigh- 


teenth annual report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was made public 
today. In regard to regulation of rates 
the report says: 


In the present state of the law, after 


careful and often extended investigation, 
the Commission may find a rate complain- 
ed against to be unreasonable and order 
the carrier to desist from charging that 
rate for the future; but it can not, 
thougn the evidenco may and usually 
does indicate it, find and order the reas- 
onable rate to be substituted for that 
which has been found to be unlawful. 


Any reduction of the wrongful charge 


amounts to technical' compliance and 
frees the carrier from'any legal obliga 
tion tinder the order. The Commission 
can condemn the wrong, but it can not 
prescribe the remedy. 


UNDER THJB "PRESENT LAW. " 


Carriers are entitled to ignore the or- 


der of the. Commission and await tho 


of the statute; We feel reasonably cer 
tain that these holdings are correct, 
will be.flnally-sustained-. -.The private car 
lines and the railroad companies earnest- 
ly insist, however, that-the icing is a pn- 
yate service over which this commission 
has no jurisdiction under the present 
law: and if it should -turn' out 
after 


three or four years of litigation that our 
opinion'is wrong, the shipper will be en- 
tirely without remedy. . . , 


TERMINAL RATLROADS. 


The terminal railroad owned or con- 


trolled by shippers is believed by 
Commission to be a most dims 
means of giving preference to favored. 


^Attention is called to .the growth of 
these practices. -Until recently it is.be- 
ievcd that they were confined to a few 
nstances, but today they arc extending 
n all directions and', unless checked, 
must .soon become general. -All available 
means will be resorted to by the Com- 
mission to suppress the wrongdoing, but 
further legislation may be needed to fur- 
nish an adequate remedy. From every 
point of view this matter may well com- 
mand the serious attention of the con- 
gress.

WHAT DEFENSE WILL CONTEND. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Counsel for 


Kan Patterson announced before 
the 


opening of court today that if, after a 
conference, they decided to put in a dc- 


. fonso they would, through 'witnesses and 


through the defendant's own. testimony 
prove that she did not kill and did not 
plan to kill Caesar Young, ns has been 
tho contention of Assistant District At- 
torney Rand. 


Witnesses may be called, they said, to 


swear that they heard Caesar Young 
telephone to Miss Patterson on the 
morning of the shooting, asking her to 
moot him before he sailed for Europe. 
They also declare they will be able to 
prove that she could not have premedi- 
tated murder sixteen hours before the 
shooting, as was argued by Mr. Rand, ns 
she did not know she would see Young 
on the morning before he sailed. It wns 
also said that in tho event of counsel 
deciding to put in a defense it was quite 
probable that Miss Patterson would be 
allowed to take the stand and tell, her 
own story of the fatftl ride with the 
bookmaker. Miss Patterson has declar- 
ed that she is not only willing, but anx- 
ious to tell her story to the jury. 'There 
is much I can tell the jury that they 
could learn from no other source," she 
is quoted as saying, "and when they hear 
what I have to say every one of them 
will vote to set me free."

HAD CLEAR VIEW OF CAB.

If it is wrong, its 
operation could be enjoined upon show- 
ing to that effect by the carrier in a sui- 
table and summary proceeding in the fed- 
eral court. The amendments to the stat- 
ute recommended by the Commission in- 
volve no fixing of whole tariffs of rotes 
in the .first instance or at any time, hut 
simply 'the redressing of transportation 
wrongs shown to exist after full investi- 
"ation, during which all affected interests 
have been heard; and when an order is 
issued against a carrier under such pro- 
cedure, it should by operation of law 
become effective upon the date therein 
specified. 


NOT ARBITRARY POWER.

interested in opposing this legislation, 
that the amendments desired would con- 
fer upon the Commission the power to 
arbitrarily initiate or make rates for the 
railways, and that it would be moot dan-

RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 


The article in the report on railroad ac- 


ciden't* opens with a table giving the 
principal totals for tlic year ending June 
30 1902 1903, 1004.-' There were 43,266 
employes injured and 3,367 killed in 1004, 
as compared with 33,711 injured and 2,- 
516 killed in 1902. The.figures for 003 
are intermediate-between those lor 1002 
and 1804. In 1904'there were 8,077 pas- 
sengers injured and 420 killed-, in 1902 
0089 injured and 303 killed; in 1903 
there were 6,973 injured and 321 killed. 
The increase in the number of deaths of 
passengers in train accidents in 
1B04 


compared with 1903 is 64% per cent.

PRIVATE CAR EVIL.

EVIL IN ^GOODY-GOODY" BOOKS 


'It was at Liaoyang that I got put 


out of commission io'r good. On the 
evening of September 2 we had been or- 
'dered' to attack some of the Japanese 
trenches. We had to cross a good piece 
of open ground under a heavy cross fire 
and there were men falling every step 
from the time we broke cover to the 
minute we rushed the trenches at the 
point of the bayonet. Nothing happen- 
ed to me until we were close to the Jap- 
anese lines when I got a bullet in my 
right foot that brought me down. From 
that time I was no more good except as 
a target, but I must say I drew a good 
deal of Japanese ammunition 
if that' 


counted for anything. 


MADE A SPECIAL TARGET. 


"Our fellows went on and carried-the 


Japanese trenches on the left in a hand 
to hand fight, for we can usually whip 
those fellows if we can get close enough 
to them. But there was a long line of 
works on the right that we did not take 
and where they kept on shooting. They 
were the people who did 'for me. I was 
on the ground with my teeth chattering, 
mostly with pain. Scared? Of course I 
was. I guesK anybody would be Beared 
under the circumstances. It eeemcd to 
me when those fellows found I was not 
dead -they did not take an interest jn 
shooting at an; 


TOKIO, Dec. 19, evening.—The Jopun- 


ese fired an immense mine under por- 
tions of tho north fort of East Keekwan 
mountain at two o'clock yesterday (Sun- 
day) afternoon. The infantry immed- 
iately afterward charged and occupied 
the fort with a. heavy force. 


It is reported that the Japanese have 


seized a strong position about a thou- 
sand yards southeast of two hundred 
and three meter hill, preparatory to as- 
saulting tho new town, and pushing be- 
tween Liaoti mountain and the Russian 
headquarters at Port Arthur.

TOGO TELLS OF ATTACK. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Japan- 


ese legation today received -telegram* 
from the foreign office at Tokio giving 
Admiral Togo's report on naval opera- 
tions at Port -Arthur. They-now show 
total casualties of 13 killed and 17 
wounded in the attacks of Wednesday 
and Thursday, reports one Russian des- 
troyer aground and that at least six 
Russian destroyers remain.

I 
kept on getting shot in ray right leg, but 
all the feeling had gone out of it so I 
did not mind that much. The last time 
I recollect getting tit was again in the 
left shoulder. 


THIRTEEN BULLETS IN LEG. 


"It was just dawn by the time I got 


to tho trenches and when I finally wrig- 
gled over the top I thought they were 
full of Japanese.

A long 
list of honors was gazetted, however, 
principally army officers. The day was 
marked by the usual observances. The

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 17.—The

ANTITOXIN-DISCOVERED 


FOR SPINAL MENINGITIS 


A New York dispatch fJiys an anti- 


toxin has been discovered for the drcftd 
"spotted fever" or ccrebro spinal menin- 
gitis which it is believed will be cs suc- 
cessful in the treatment of cercbro spin- 
al meningitis as the diphtheria serum is 
in the treatment of diphtheria. 


Dr. Arthur ,T. Wolff, bacteriologist o£ 


the Hartford board of health, has made 
Jiis important medical discovery. He 
ms announced that the antitoxin of cerc- 


•o spinal meningitis lies in the. diph- 


theria germ itself. He reached his con- 
clusions in the. following manner: First, 
at the time that ccrcbro-spmal meningit- 
s was at its height, he noticed that diph- 
theria died out; second, microscopic ex- 
amination of. the germ taken from the 
spinal canal of the victims of cerebro 
spinal meningitis showed hardly a trace 
of diphtheria, germ. 


The importance of this discovery can. 


be estimated when it is remembered that 
deadly epidemics of "spotted fever" or 
cerebro spinal meningitis have broken 
out in some cities of the United States 
every winter or spring for the last ten 
vears. Every one of these epidemics has 
been attended by an appalling number of 
deaths; especially among young children. 
Lnst spring the death rate from spotted 
fever in New York reached such ft high 
figure, that the board of health issued cir- 
culars instructing parents in preventive 
measures for"the disease and in methods 
of treatment..

The Spooner amendment reduces the rate 
of interest to 4 per cent, provides that no, 
guaranty shall be given except on first 
lien bonds properly secured by mortgago 
or'deed of trust upon the said railroad, 
its equipment, franchises and other prop- 
erty, real, personal and mixed, then own- 
ed and thereafter to be acquired." 


The total amount of the bonds the in- 


terest upon which is to be guaranteed 
shall in no event CNceed the amount of 
ca«h actually invested by the company, 
and a method of ascertaining the amount 
invested is provided. No other debt is to 
have priority of lion over the government 
mortgage, "ilony other safeguards are 
thrown about the government's obliga- 
tion so that if railroad promoters wuh 
to build lines in the Philippines they may 
do so and secure government aid to tb« 
maximum extent of $1,200,000 guaranteed 
interest per year, but under such condi 
tions as will protect the Filipino treaa 
iirv.Notwithstanding the admirable cbarac 
ter of Mr. Spooners amendments, nine

Of Maud BaJlington Booth 
For the Prisoners' League 


T 


HREE times I have seen Mrs. ] 


Ballington Booth, and each 
time a picture clear and un- 
fading remained In my mem- 


ory. One morning I was going through 
Washington market, New York city. A 
man and woman wearing the uniform 
of the Salvation Army were walking 
past a meat stand in the market Some 
big, burly, coarse faced fellows jeered 
at the pair, making brutal, audible 
comment and laughing the horse laugh 
of ignorance. Plainly, too, the animus 
of theological hatred was behind the 
behavior of the burly rowdies. 


The Salvation Army pair were only 


walking past the stand, looking neither 
to the right nor left. The feeling that 
came uppermost In the outsider's mind 
was that the Jeering men ought to 
have had their mouths slapped. But 
the- woman only turned her face toward 
the men and smiled, the smile of an an- 
gel 
Her face was beautiful, but that 


smile, radiant and sweet, glorified it. 
From portraits I had seen I recognized 
that site whom the men had Insulted 
was Maud Ballington Booth. 


The second time I saw her she spoke 


In Plymouth church, Brooklyn, tho olc 
meeting houso within whose walls 
somehow tho eloquence of Henry Ward 
Beecher still seems to linger unforgot- 
ten. But never even Beecherlan elo- 
quence impressed..an audience in the 
old church more than the words of 
Maud Booth did. ' The house was 
crowded, the silence unbroken oven by 
U\c church cough. Those people lis- 
tened as though they feared to lose a 
word of that singularly sweet, thrilling 
voice. .First the uncommon beauty o 
the woman speaker Impressed the 
Uiro'UT, then the music of her voice,' 
thru the devoted earnestness and en- 
ihitsia.im with which she had given 
h^r.sell' to the mission of helping those 
whom other people seemed to have for- 
gotten. Tears came to some eyes there 
as she talked to UH. 
And after the 


meeting closed none there was but went 
awuy with a deeper reverence for wo- 
manhood, a hope for the higher devel- 
opment of humanity. 


Balllngton Booth and his wife, Eng- 


lish though they were, came to like us 
In America so well that both bocame 


cltiu«na 
of the .United. 


date's. Maud Booth as well as her hus- 
jand went through the legal formalities 
hat transferred her allegiance from 
3reat Britain to this republic. After a 
Ime occurred the separation from the 
Salvation Army and the formation by 
Mr. and Mrs. Booth of the Volunteers 
of America. 
A dozen years ago Maud Ballington 


Booth was In San Quentin, Cat., where 
the state prison is. While there she 
received a letter from a number of the 
convicts in the penitentiary asking her 
,o come and address them. She went 
She talked to them and moved them as 
lardly any other living speaker can do 
She met them not as one patronizing 
them from superior heights of virtue 
out as one who felt toward them at, 
sister might feel toward brother. In so 


many -words Maud 
Ballington Booth ha. 
said: 


"I know that thi 


worst men ore no 
necessarily thos' 
who are in prison. 
Tho men who do the 
greatest injury to 
their feliew men and 
cause the most sor- 
row in .the world are 
not those who are In 
prison. The stigma 
does not fall upon .1 


man because he commits a crime, but 
because he Is punished for a crime. 
The criminal who evades or escapes the 
law Is not disgraced, but he who is less 
fortunate or capable and'Is 'caught Is 
branded forever." 


Mrs. Booth In It infinite pity for and 


sympathy with "the men who had been 
caught," and there was no need to tell 
them of it. They felt It. Many of them 
had wives and children, left.helpless be- 
cause' of the convict's Incarceration. 
They wrote to Mrs. Booth as to their 
only friend, entreating her to see if 
something could not be done for their 
destitute families. 


Thus it was that Maud Ballington 


Booth's distinctive mission came te her. 
From the time she addressed in San 
Quentin penitentiary the "men who had 
been caught" she has wrought bravely 
and well for them and for those de- 
prived of their support. Everybody else 
turned 
from 
them 
with 
aversion, 


the different lines in jvlilch the 


v'olunteers of America are interested 
here Is a prison department, and Mrs. 
Booth is at its head. 


The third time I have seen this wo- 


nan whom prison convicts the Union 
over call "Little Mother" was recently 
vhen I called to ask her what the pris- 
on department of the Volunteers of 
America does in tho line of Christmas 
vork. Mrs.-Booth Is a beautiful wo- 
man, not tall, but very graceful, a bru- 
nette with warm brown hair and tender 
>rown eyes. She has rather an oriental 
type of face and looks so very young 
that one can scarcely believe she has a 
son seventeen years old. She wore a 
soft black cashmere gown cut slightly 
surplice at the throat, with three azure 
stars, symbol of her 
office, pinned 


across the breast. 


At each Christmas time Maud Booth 


undertakes- to see that all the families 
of her prisoners have something to 
make the day glad. There Is no public 
dinner, but each child receives a suit of 
clothes and a toy to maRe It happy. 
There are also for each little one two 
pairs of stockings, one pair to wear, 
the other filled with candles and nuts. 
The mother,'too. gets a Christmas 
present of some article that will bo use- 
ful to her. Then the dinner, that which 
does most of all to realize Mrs. Booth's 
idea of "taking Christmas into the 
home!" Each prisoner's family gets a 
turkey or' pair of chickens, with vege- 
tables and other things. In all food 
enough to last several days. Fuel to 
cook the food for' this Joyous Christmas 
feast goes with the eatables, for the 
Chrlstmastldc finds many a prisoner's 
family without a shovel of coal in their 
poor rooms. In New York a wagon dis- 
tributes the donations, and Maud Bal- 
ington Booth herself goes with thi 
wagon to bestow the good things an< 
give the women and children her bless 
Ing.Where do you suppose the mone; 
comes from to pay for these gifts 
Well, Mrs. Booth earns it nearly al 
herself .by lecturing. From city to cltj 
from town to town, she goes, her sweet 
sympathetic voice touching the hearts 
of men and women with the story of her 
:fforts to befriend those who most need 
friends. 


Eight years ago Mrs. Booth organized 


the V. P. Li.—Volunteer Prisoners' 
league—among those who are "doing 
time" in the various penitentiaries. 
Members receive a league button and 
agree to a few simple rules, religious 
and otherwise. In return Mrs. Booth 
places on her list the names and ad- 
dresses of their families and protects | 
and cares for these. It is much to the . 
prisoners to have such a 'friend. 
No ' 


wonder they regard her with something 
very like worship. 


The work of the prisoners' angel does 


not end here, however. When the man 
who does time has finished doing It and 
comes out, what then? He finds it al- 
most impossible, even when determined 
to "live square," to get honest employ- 
ment. With a malice that has a touch 
oi ,tn« fiendish in -It, those >vho. Juio-n; 


his story tell it against him. Wherever 
he goes it pursues him, try as he will. 
So the prisoners' friend established In 
various parts of the country her Hope 
halls, homes for discharged convicts. 
And she somehow "raises money to 
maintain .these homes ,too. 
In the 


homes are received and fed and shel- 
tered the released men until work can 
be found for them, the employer In all 
cases being told of the man's career and 
that now Mrs. Booth vouches for his 
perfect honesty. In one case recently 
.one ot tha ex-convicts .was hired to 


guard a w'ealthy bride's wedding pres 
ents, which he did faithfully. 


Through Mrs. Booth's Hope halls 


have pased -3,600 discharged prisoners, 
and ot these 70 per cent are- today re- 
spectable, industrious citizens.
